Herewith an account of my conversation with M. Streit 
and his colleagues on the Ottoman legation's letter of 
September 9th, and the annex o-f the same date: 

(l) The League receives letters now from a 
representative of Angora, and now from a representative 
of Constantinople. What is the amount of credit 

which, in the estimation of the League,attaches to 
each of these? This sort of duality is veiy con¬ 

venient for the Turks and would achieve its purpose, 
if the League accorded them both the same treatmentas it 
applies to Sovereign States. 

Imagine what an overflow of documents the League 
may be getting now from e'ither Angora or Constantinople 
when there is nobody to control the authenticity of what 
is reported, the Turks now being masters of the situat ion 
in the whole of Asia Minor. 


(s) Is it permissible that documents emanating from a 
non-Member against a Member of the League be given wide 
circulation? 



(3) In a draft letter to the Turkish Charge d'Affaires^ 
could you not omit the last sentence of the second para¬ 
graph? This, because even if you contemplate sending 
to the Members of the League the Turkish letter with 
the Greek reply, why undertake such an obligation. The 
suggestion, therefore, is that if possible the second 
paragraph should end with the words "desirerait fournir a 
ce sujet," and that the words ”Le texte de votre lettre 


de la Societe"should be left out.
